Budget has record hike for schools Water district 


SACRAMENTO <UPI> - Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan today sent the 
legislature two-thirds of a $9 billion- 
plus state budget—a $6.2 billion 
package 
of 
local 
assistance 
containing a record increase in 
school funds. 
The 34 per cent boost in school aid 
and a 118 per cent lump in property 
tax relief reflected the first year’s 
affect of the $1.1 billion tax shift bill 
co-sponsored by Reagan and passed 
by the 1972 legislature. 
Reagan will send the legislature 
the rest of his record budget 
proposal Thursday. After reshaping 


by the legislature and a final 
trimming by the governor, the 
budget will take effect July 1 for the 
1973-74 fiscal year 
It was the second straight year the 
governor 
has parceled out his 
budget in two installments in an 
attempt to show the taxpayers what 
the 
state 
spends 
on 
its 
own 
programs and what it funnels back 
to local government. 
The 
local 
assistance 
portion 
totaled $6,157,801,816, an increase of 
28.8 per cent over expenditures in 
the current fiscal year. Besides 
school aid and property tax relief, it 


covered such costly programs as 
welfare, Medi-Cal health care and 
mental hygiene. 
The second part of the budget will 
involve such things as financing the 
various departments of government, 
higher education and state highway 
construction. 
The taxpayer s dollar would be 
earmarked out of the state's general 
fund like this for local assistance: 
45,3 cents for schools, 18.4 cents for 
property tax relief, 15.1 cents for 
welfare, 12.5 cents for health care 
services and 8.7 cents for other 
programs. 


"There is no brighter chapter in 
this entire budget than our support 
for local schools and the 4 6 million 
children they educate,” Reagan said 
in his written message to the legis­ 
lature.

relief for homeowners also made 
possible the greatest single year’s 
increase in state support of local 
schools ever recorded in California

Peace appears near again

There were optimistic reports 
today from Saigon, Hanoi, Paris and 
Washington that peace in Vietnam 
once again was near, but the White 
House virtually ruled out any cease­ 
fire agreement before President 
Nixon’s 
second 
inauguration on 
Saturday. 
Washington reports said earlier 
that Dr. Henry A. Kissinger might 
return 
to 
Paris 
as 
early 
as 
Wednesday and initial an agreement 
with Hanoi’s Le Due Tho on Friday, 
the eve of the inauguration. But

residential press secretary Ronald 
iegler said in Key Biscayne, Fla., 
tha Kissinger would not return to 
Paris this week 
There were unconfirmed reports 
from Saigon that the cease-fire 
agreement might be initialled on 
Friday 
and 
that 
Nixon 
would 
make 
an announcement 
to the nation. Ziegler told reporters, 
"the President is hot going to 
address the nation” on the subject of 
Vietnam this week. 
Ziegler adamantly 
refused 
to 
discuss the current status of the 
negotiations, except to say that they 
still were in progress. Diplomatic, 
legal 
and 
linguistic 
experts 
conferred for more than six hours 
today in Paris to negotiate the fine 
points 
of 
an 
agreement 
and 
announced they would meet again 
Wednesday. 
Gen. 
Alexander Haig was in 
Saigon where he conferred for more 
than two hours today with South 
Vietnamese President Nguyen Van 
Thieu, presumably to work out 
further details of the cease-fire 
agreement 
being 
negotiated 
by 
Kissinger and Hanoi's Le Due Tho. 
Informed 
sources 
in 
Saigon 
discounted reports of an immediate 
cease-fire and said Haig was asking 
for Thieu’s opinion on a number of 
different matters and intended to 
take his views back to Washington. 
In addition, the sources said, some 
of Thieu’s military advisers were 
reported en route to Paris to study 
the various versions of the military 
protocols to an agreement. 
Ziegler surprised reporters by his 
announcement that Kissinger would 
not be returning to the Paris peace 
table this week. On Monday he said 
Kissinger would be returning "in the 
relatively near future,” but today he 
said 
Kissinger 
would 
work 
in 
Washington this weekend 
Ziegler did not completely rule out 
any discussion of Vietnam in the 
President’s inaugural address after 
he is sworn in on the steps of the 
Capitol on Saturday. But it was 
clear from Ziegler’s comments that 
a cease-fire agreement would not be 
announced this week, despite the 
reports to the contrary from Saigon 
as well as some other foreign 
capitals.

The flu is gaining on the Lompoc - 
Santa Maria area, school and health 
officials reported yesterday. 
According

deputy county health officer in

M aria, 
area 
school 
absenteeism could hit an all time 
high when the flu season peaks next 
month. 
School 
and 
in d u stria l 
absenteeism, reported Dr. Byberg, 
"Is still what it was last year and 
the year 
before, 
but it’s still 
increasing 
Yesterday s 
reports 
from the schools were higher in 
most cases than the reports from 
last week 
"About 
the highest 
(absentee 
ratei that we’ve had here in any of 
the schools has been up to around 20 
per cent. We re expecting it to go 
higher. The absenteeism in schools 
and industries is one of the big 
indications. We don t have any real 
reporting of individual cases. 
With 225 pupils at home for a 25 


per cent absentee rate yesterday, 
Vandenberg Junior High School was 
the Valley's hardest hit institution, 
according 
to 
Assistant 
Schools 
Superintendent Mel Wilde. Nearby 
Westwings 
Elementary 
School, 
though, reported only a seasonally 
normal number of empty desks. 
Also near Vandenberg Village, 
Cabrillo Senior High reported 157 
vacancies yesterday, about 50 more 
than the school average. Lompoc 
Senior High reported only that 
school's 
normal 
nine per cent 
absentee rate though some sources 
said that there are usually fewer 
absences 
during 
this 
final 
examination period 
Lompoc Junior High showed 141 
absent, 50 more than usual, while 
Hapgood and Fillmore Elementary 
Schools displayed doubled rates, 
Fillmore with 51 (usually 25) and 
Hapgood with 80 
Mrs. 
Jane Flaherty assistant 
administrator at Lompoc District 
Hospital, 
reported 
three 
flu 
admissions yesterday to make a 


total of four locally hospitalized for 
the disease The emergency room 
staff at the otherwise crowded 
hospital 
reported 
seeing 
20 
outpatients with flu symptoms over 
the weekend, a figure which Mrs. 
Flaherty described as still within 
normal limits for the season. 


What remains to be seen is 
whether or not flu in this area will 
reach 
the 
proportions 
of

epidemic in San Luis Obispo County 
where widespread high absentee 
rates have been reported in schools 
and industries.

VATICAN CITY (UPI) — After the first 
meeting 
between 
an 
Israeli 
head of 
government and a Pope, Mrs. Golda Meir 
said she was 
‘very happy’’ she could 
confer with him 
The 75-year-old leader of the world’s 630 
million Roman Catholics and the prime 
minister of a Jewish state with three 
million inhabitants met for 75 minutes 
Monday at the Vatican. 
It marked the first such meeting since 
the establishment of Israel as a state in 
1946 although the Pope did briefly meet 
Israel’s prime minister Levi Eshkol when 
he visited the Holy Land in 1964 


Statements by the Vatican and Mrs. Meir 
said they discussed peace efforts in the 
Middle East, the status of Jerusalem , the 
question of Palestinian refugees, Arab 
guerrillas and the condition of Jew s living 
in the Soviet Union 
Later at a news conference, Mrs. Meir 
said she considered the meeting as "not 
something that happens every day" and 
said she appreciated the opportunity of 
seeing the Pope 
She also said the Pope did not ask for the 
internationalization 
of 
the 
city 
of 
Jerusalem , which Vatican sources often 
say the Pope wants.

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Leary arrested in Afghanistan 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Dr. Timothy Leary former 
“ high priest of LSD’’ being sought in the United States, has 
been arrested in Kabul, Afghanistan, and may be returned 
to the United States in a matter of days, the Los Angeles 
Times said today. 
Leary ’s reported arrest apparently ended his flight which 
began in September, 1970, when he escaped from a 
California prison where he was serving a one-to-10 year 
sentence for narcotics possession. 
The escape allegedly was engineered by the radical 
Weathermen group and since that time he has surfaced in 
North Africa and Switzerland where he tried to gain 
political asylum. 
Federal sources said Leary turned up in the Middle East 
capital after being ordered out of Switzerland and was 
spotted by agents of the Federal Bureau of Narcotics and 
Dangerous Drugs, the Times said. 
The Afghanistan government placed Leary under house 
arrest and is negotiating with the U.S. State Department 
for his extradition to the United States the sources said

Most officials said they 
doubted the rationing plan 
would ever become law. 
It was announced here by 
William 
D. 
Ruckelshaus, 
head of the Environmental 
Protection Agency, who was 
legally required to come up 
with some plan that will 
clean up the air in the Los 
Angeles Basin to meet the 
standards set by the federal 
Clean Air Act of 1970. 
Ruckelshaus said such a 
drastic cutback in vehicle 
use was the only way the 
standards could be met by 
the 
s p e c i f i e d 
deadline—1977-but even he 
indicated the ration plan 
was a manuever, not a firm 
purpose of the government. 
There 
was 
speculation 
that the drastic plan was a 
move 
to 
provoke 
public 
reaction, bringing pressure 
on Congress to extend the 
deadline for meeting clean 
air standards. 
R u c k e l s h a u s 
told 
newsmen he thought such an 
extension "m akes sense " 
The 
pream ble 
to

proposal noted that there 
are "serious reservations as 
to

feasibility

desirability of the course of 
action proposed here. ” 


Ruckelshaus pointed out 
that there will be public 
hearings at which Southern 
Californians can voice their 
protests. 
"Whether or not it was 
intended, I think the effect 
of the EPA ’s proposal was 
to put pressure on Congress 
to reevaluate the clean air 
act," said Leon Billings, 
chief counsel to the senate 
subcommittee on air and 
w a t e r 
po l lu t io n.

shepherded the act through 
Congress. 
"1 think the pressures will 
mount,” he said.

Most reaction seemed to 
be that the price was too 
high.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - For what must 
have been the thousandth time in a 35-year 
career, Robert M. Ball explained Monday 
why people receiving Social Security pen­ 
sions are penalized if they earn much 
money in wages. 


It is a sore point. Congress— and the 
Social Security system, which Ball has 
headed for the last decade—are inundated 
by mail from people over 65 with the same 
complaint: They paid Social Security taxes 
all their lives and now they find they 
cannot receive full pensions if they choose 
to continue working beyond age 65. 


"Social Security,” said Ball, "is not an 


annuity. It is insurance against the loss of 
earned income.” 


He pleaded with his listeners —members 
of the Senate Committee on Aging- not to 
change it. 


To allow recipients to work beyond 65 
and still collect full pensions, he argued, 
would be to increase benefits for those 
among 
the elderly 
least 
in 
need of 
more—those who are able to work. 


It would cost $3 billion, he said, resulting 
in heavier payroll taxes on 96 million 
workers to help out 1.5 million over 65 
capable 
of 
finding 
and holding jobs. 


Instead, he asked, spend the $3 billion on 
the 23 million people worst off: unable to 
find work or to take it. 


At issue was the “ retirement test” which 
permits people age 65 to 72 to earn $2,100 
with no loss of pension but costs them $1 in 
reduced Social Security benefits for every 
$2 earned. 


People over 72 are not penalized. Those 
who choose to work beyond age 65 get a 1 
per cent increase in their pension, when 
they do retire, for every one year worked 
beyond 65. 
But Ball failed to convince the senators. 
Sen. Hiram Fong, R-Hawaii, said he would 


propose raising the amount that could be 
earned with no reduction in payments to 
$3,000 and hoped to see the elimination of 
the earnings limitation entirely. 
Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-Ill., called the 
limit a "Depression era device” to induce 
the elderly to leave their jobs and make 
way for younger workers. Sen. Frank 
Church, D-Idaho, said the limitation on 
earnings needs “liberalization” . 
The 
appearance 
marked 
what 
was 
probably Ball’s last official testimony 
before Congress. President Nixon accepted 
his pro forma resignation—a decision 
which Sen. Clifford P. Hansen, R-Wyo., 
said left him with "dism ay” . 


nations to consider 
open societies 


HELSINKI (UPI) — The Communist nations of Europe 
met today in two capitals to consider Western demands for 
more open societies as the price for cooperation in forming 
a new Europe. 
In Moscow, foreign ministers of the Warsaw Pact nations 
met to discuss their relations with the West. In Helsinki, 
Communist delegates attending talks on a proposed 
European security conference discussed the Western 
position. 
This position, worked out in months of negotiations within 
the European Common Market and the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO), was presented Monday at the 
first post-Christmas session of the Helsinki conference of 32 
European nations plus the United States and Canada. 
It called on the Soviet Union to agree to reforms easing 
travel, emigration, trade and especially the exchange of 
information, through more access to each other’s books, 
newspapers, films and television shows. 
Western diplomats said they recognized that controls on 
these subjects are the cornerstone of Communist societies. 
But they said they hoped the Kremlin wanted a security 
conference badly enough to agree to discuss them at such a 
meeting. 


Communist sources said the Eastern bloc probably would 
work out its response at the Warsaw Pact meeting in 
Moscow. But Western diplomats said they doubted they 
would hear the response before the end of the week. 
Soviet Ambassador Victor F. Maltsev spoke at Monday’s 
session, but did not comment directly on the Western ideas. 
He repeated the Soviet stand— that a security conference 
should restrict itself to issuing a general statement 
endorsing the present borders in Europe and take measures 
improving government-to-government 
contacts in trade 
and cultural relations. 


Communist experts said that by asking Moscow to allow 
competing ideas, the West is asking it to risk the position of 
Communist ‘‘gospel’ —the acceptance of Communist doc­ 
trine as truth. 
In Moscow, East European sources said the Warsaw Pact 
discussion by foreign ministers would continue discussion 
today of developments at the Helsinki talks on the proposed 
security conference as well as possible East-West troop 
cuts. 


Relieved world optimistic after bombing halt

optimism and relief today to 
President 
Nixon’s

halting acts of war against 
North Vietnam and some 
governments and officials 
even speculated it meant a 
cease-fire was imminent.

Communist 
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History may prove worth of bombing 


WASHINGTON (UPIi — Defense Department analysts 
believe the 285 days of President Nixon s “ Operation 
Linebacker” attacks against North Vietnam seriously 
crippled that country’s ability to wage war. 


About 35 per cent of the 1,084.359 tons of bombs the 
Pentagon said the United States has dropped in Southeast 
Asia from its entry into the war through Dec 30, 1972, were 
dropped during Operation Linebacker. 


Nixon ordered a halt to all offensive actions over North 
Vietnam Monday, and the North Vietnamese already have 
begun rebuilding their bombed railroad and highway 
network and replacing some destroyed supplies, Pentagon 
sources said today. But they said it will be many months 
before the Communists regain the military strength they 
had last spring 
If peace is truly at hand, some sources believe, then 
history may well show the Operation Linebacker effort 
playea a decisive part in bringing it about. 
‘ Operation Linebacker” was the code name given to the 
bombing, mining and naval shelling of North Vietnam 
triggered by Hanoi's invasion of South Vietnam April 1. 
The operation started April 6 with a series of tactical air 
strikes north of the Demilitarized Zone. Its pace stepped up

10 days later with B52 raids on oil storage sites at 
Haiphong, and expanded dramatically May 8 when 
President Nixon ordered the mining of all seven of North 
Vietnam's ports. 
The mining of the ports by Navy pilots, most analysts 
believe, was one of two reasons why the nine months of 
Operation Linebacker were so much more effective than 
the 43 months of President Lyndon B Johnson's “ Rolling 
Thunder” bombing campaign Before May 8 more than 85 
per cent of North Vietnam's imports arrived by sea, 
including virtually all fuel and war materiel. 
The 
other 
major 
difference 
was that 
Operation 
Linebacker for the first time subjected North Vietnam to 
simultaneous, systematic desruction of virtually all its 
major military targets. 
When the bombing stopped Monday every major rail and 
highway bridge, every electrical power plant, every air 
field, virtually every railroad marshalling yard and much 
of the communications and defense network had been 
damaged or destroyed 
The mines remain in place and block any resupply by sea 
Sources say they will stay there, most likely, until a cease - 
fire is signed and helicopter minesweeping units now on 
standby with the Pacific Fleet clear them out.

Suffer county water and sewer requirements for private 
developments in the county are being proposed to the Board 
of Supervisors in light of declared inability of the Goleta 
County Water District to allow new water connections, and 
Montecito Sanitary District to allow new public sewer 
connections at this time. 
Supervisors set Jan. 21 at 11 a m for further public 
discussion of the report signed by County Planning Director 
Britt Johnson, Public Works Director Norman H Caldwell, 
and Supervising Public Health Sanitarian Don Detwiler of 
the County Health Department. 
Supervisor Charles F Catterlin, of Santa Barbara, said 
the first time he had seen the report was that morning, and 
others on the board also commented they had no time to 
read or evaluate it 
The report was dated Jan 12 First District Supervisor 
Frank Frost, of Santa Barbara, said he felt that while it 
was not wise to act quickly on the report, he said there was 
“ some urgency” in the matter He said he had been told 
that on Friday developers of the proposed 99-unit Vista del 
Montecito 
condominium 
project 
on 
the 
Montecito 
oceanfront had obtained their grading and building permits. 
Frost said he felt issuance of such permits under the 


present situation in the Montecito district was contrary to 
what the three county authorities are proposing as a policy 
declaration There have been no assurances that the 
project would be served by both water and sanitation, he 
said. 
The report said also there is the possibility of a 
moratorium on new water as well as sewer c onnections in 
the Montecito district. 
Recommendations made to the board would affect only 
lands included within the service areas of sanitary and 
water agencies. 
A key recommendation is that a developer would be 
required to file a written statement from an appropriate 
public water or sewer agency tbat the property sought for 
development can “ physically be served by present lines or 
through extension or enlargement of the district facilities 
This would be a condition of approval for zone changes, 
conditional use permits, lot splits, tentative maps and final 
development plans. 
County officials up to now have been favorably passing on 
new subdivisions in the Goleta Valley area on the basis of 
water district letters that mean the projects are “ eligible 
for water service only

homeowner would have his 
overall taxes reduced $134 
under the Marks’ proposal 
instead of only $80, the 
senator said.

NEW YO RK- (NEA) - 
Mrs. Thelma Knox said she 
almost 
didn’t 
make 
the 
game. 
A 
waterpipe 
had 
flooded her basement apart­ 
ment, ruined her rug, short- 
circuited a r e f r i g e r a t o r , 
peeled the paint from the 
legs of a table, and sent her 
Pomeranian to the vet with 
possible pneumonia. 
But there she was any­ 
way, slouched in her lucky 
chair, crucifix hanging from 
her wrist, lapboards laid out 
before her. “ Why,” she said 
in all s e r i o u s n e s s , “ I 
wouldn’t miss my Thursday 
night Bingo for anything.” 
She wouldn’t for sure. Nor 
would many of the other mil­ 
lions who are devoted, nay 
addicted, to the phenomenon 
of middle-American ma­ 
trons: Bingo. From Peoria 
to Astoria it is the biggest 
attention-grabber since Law­ 
rence 
Welk’s bubble 
ma­ 
chine. 
Here in the borough of 


Queens, 
at 
a 
renovated 
supermarket named Astoria 
Hall, 300 to 500 people gather 
13 times a week (twice daily 
except Sunday afternoon). 
Rain or shine. Come hell or 
busted waterpipe. Says hall 
manager Max Holman: 
“ I’ve seen them come in 
all the way from Philadel­ 
phia. I ’ve seen them come in 
out of a snowstorm with 


three inches of fluff on their 
heads. They're all a little 
neurotic, but they’re wonder­ 
ful. This isn't a game; to 
them it's a whole way of 
life.” 
Many of the players in As­ 
toria Hall (mostly middle- 
aged women, a few men, 
rarely 
people 
under 
25) 
wrap their existence around 
their play. Mrs. Knox says 


she ‘gave up television for 
it.” 
A 
recently 
widowed 
woman 
moved 
from 
the 
Bronx to be closer to the ac­ 
tion. One gal swears that 
when her husband got so 
lonely that 
he said "it’s 
either Bingo or me,” she 
cried all next evening during 
jackpot. 


Nobody knows the extent 
of rabid Bingo playing in the 


nation 
Much ot the play, 
the wagering and the take is 
unregulated, thus unknown. 
But if New York State is any 
example, the game’s grip is 
intense. 
Some 
3,330 
reli­ 
gious. fraternal, civic and 
private groups are licensed 
to conduct 
games — about 


1,000 of them in New York 
City alone. This year, ac­ 
cording to estimates, 
the 
groups will sell 40 million 
admissions to games and 
take $42 million profit. The 
figures give no idea of how 
m a n y 
people participate 
(most admissions are re­ 
peaters), but as one head- 
shaking citv official says: 
"However many there are, 
they're sure as heck voci­ 
ferous.” 
To be 
sure, 
the 
game 
brings 
out 
the 
worst 
in 
many. Max Holman of As­ 
toria Hall says he has seen 
grown women 
“wrestle on 
the floor" over the right to 
sit in a particular seat In 
big cities especially, where 
people are used to self as­ 
sertion, the games some­ 
times get more than hairy: 
Callers who err are abused 
like umpires with spectacles; 
a ny o ne who makes noise 
during the big money games 
is liable to be pelted with 
Coke cups; “ And the lan­ 
guage these ladies use,” says 
Leonidas Kalavacos of As­ 
toria Hall. “ Lemme tell you, 
sometimes even I have to 
blush.” 


Recently at a Bingo hall in 
Brooklyn a player got up to 
go to the lavatory. Doing so, 
she 
accidently 
upset 
the 
chips on another player's 
lineup 
There was a loud 


shriek, followed by silence 
throughout the playing area. 
"For a minute,” 
says a 
player who was present, "I 
thought sure I was going to 
see my first corpse. But the 
woman picked up her mark­ 
ers, put them back in place 
and said nothing more As 
for the gal going to the lav­ 
atory, well. I hardly think 
she had to after that." 
But if the games can get 
rough, they have their bet­ 
ter influence as well. Max 
Holman says 
doctors tell 
him that Bingo is wonderful 
stimulation for old, lonely or 
idle people. One regular at 
Astoria Hall, for example, is 
in her mid-80s but "plays 
with a mind that would con­ 
found Einstein.” She refuses 
to mark her numbers, and 
relies totally on memory. 
Says 
Holman: 
"I 
don’t 
know how she does it She 
memorizes all the sequences 
on 10 or 12 cards every 
night. If I didn’t know it, I'd 
say it was impossible. But 
isn’t it something? Isn’t it 
great?” 
It is. Here at Astoria the 
players are so engrossed in 
the spirit of o pt i mi s m 
(chance) that Holman says 
he has a hard time cleaning 
the place between games. 
Bingo 
is 
scheduled 
from 
noon to 3 and from 7:45 p.m. 
to shortly before midnight. 
But some of the players are 
so anxious they refuse to 
leave in the interim "This 
is like their home My clean­ 
ing people plead with them, 
but it’s no use. You know 
what? Many of these people, 
rather than leave, will clean 
up their own area ” 
And so it goes here and 


elsewhere. 
People 
saying 
Hail 
Marys 
before

game Sisters rubbing each 
other’s head for promise. 
Voodoo dolls perched exact­ 


ly in the correct position to 
influence the gods. The en­ 
trance fee is a dollar. The 
prizes total $1,000 a session. 


"Some people think it’s all 
luck,” says one lady, “ but I 
know different. It’s all ac­ 
cording to the stars. Myself

Pre 'floating along', 
set for Sunkist meet 


EUGENE, Ore. (U PI) - “ I’ve 
always had a lot of interests,’’ said 
Steve Prefontaine. “ I'm just taking 
more time for them. 
Prefontaine, the University of 
Oregon’s long distance ace who 
finished fourth in the 5,000 meters in 
the 1972 Olympics, will meet his 
first competition since the Olympics 
on Saturday in the Los Angeles 
Indoor meet. He turns 22 five days 
later. 
“ I’m kind of floating along,” he 
said. “ I don’t have any goals. I’m 
just taking things as they come. I 
didn’t do much for two months. I 
went back into training Nov. 1, but 
haven’t been able to keep a regular 
program because I have all of a 
sudden become injury prone. 
These 
injuries 
have 
included 
tendonitis of the left knee, a foot 
bruise, pulled groin muscle and 
stretched calf muscle. 
Prefontaine will also compete in 
the Oregon Indoor Jan. 27 in 
Portland, but won’t be facing his 
arch rivals from the Olympics 
there. In Los Angeles he will get a 
rematch with gold medalist Lasse 
Viren of Finland, Emiel Puttemans 
of Belgium and Americans Marty 
Liquori and Frank Shorter in the 
two-mile. 
“ Firen and the other Finnish 
runners have been in Brazil training 
this winter,” Prefontaine said. “ The 
government takes care of them 
“ It’s more of a test of where 1 
am,” he said about the Los Angeles 


meet. “ I was in better shape a year 
ago but I feel that I am stronger 
physically. I could take fifth place.” 
Turning 
back to the Finnish 
athletes training in Brazil this 
winter, the communications major 
said the United States “ can’t go on 
natural talent any longer.” 
“ We have facilities and we must 
get 
more 
competition 
against 
European runners,” he stated. “ We 
live in our own world. If the 
Olympics had been held in Los 
Angeles, I would have been the only 
runner who wasn’t disqualified in 
the 5,000. In Europe you can jostle, 
push, shove, cut in—we don’t allow 
any of that. So when we race against 
them we just don’t know. ’’ 
Prefontaine said that training 
camps, facilities and jobs should be 
subsidized “ one way or another.” 
Rule 
changes, 
according 
to 
Prefontaine, would include allowing 
a coach to compete in track events 
and 
allowing 
athletes 
on 
full 
scholarships to work. 
“ I had to use food stamps to eat 
properly last year,” he said. 
The distance ace said he hasn’t 
been approached by the proposed 
pro track circuit, but stated he’s 
“ not going cheap” if he should 
decide 
to 
give 
up 
being 
an 
amateur—indicating that would be 
quite a sacrifice. 
“ Track and field isn’t the main 
thing in my life,” he said. “ I want to 
have fun and enjoy some of my other 
interests.”

Jesse Abramson, director of the 
meet, said Monday he and meet 
chairman Edwin H. Mosler Jr. 
made the decision Dec. 15 not to 
play the National Anthem during the 
track and field meet. 


“ There is no rule or regulation 
about playing the anthem at sports 
events,” said Abramson. “ We saw 
no particular purpose in playing it. 


If we played it just before the meet 
started at 6:30 p.m. there would be 
only about 2,000 people in the 
Garden. There would be nobody to 
listen to it. 


“ It was a question of fitting it in. 
Why suddenly interrupt the meet at 
say 10 p.m. and play the Anthem 
before any particular event? We 
saw no relevance between the 
Anthem and a track and field meet. 
Nobody has to prove his patriotism 
at sports events.” 


An official of the Millrose Games, 
the only other indoor track meet 
scheduled 
for the Garden this 
season, that the Anthem “ would be 
played as it has always been for the 
past 60 years of this meet. ’’

George Goggleyes: end of an impossible dream

NEW YORK—(NEA)—George Goggleyes had become a 
menace to society. He had taken to running into the 
streets of our neighborhood, waving an index finger in 
the air and screaming. 
After there was not a drop of sports left on television— 
about 3 a m —George would tug on his baseball cap. clap 
on his shoulder pads, wriggle into his basketball shorts, 
tie on his football shoes and bolt out of his house shouting, 
“ I’m Number One.” 
Not only would he run through the streets, waking up 
people. He would run on people’s lawns, ripping them up 
with his cleats 
The strain had become too much for George. I don’t 
mean just eyestrain. I mean the pressure of pursuing 
what he called “ The Impossible Dream” —of becoming 
Number One Fan. 
With all the new teams and nicknames and sports and 
team cities and players and divisions and leagues, your 
average sports-minded mind begins to expand like a 
balloon until there is the inevitable bursting point. 
They finally had to take George away. 
So common has bis malady become that our local hos­ 
pital has a vehicle in the shape oi a baseball. It is called 
“ the bullpen ambulance.” They use it for calls like 
George, to simmer the guy down 
George’s deep-seated problems began about 10 years 
ago, with the birth of the first expansion baseball teams, 
the California Angels and the Washington Senators, al­ 
though the Twins were originally the Senators before 
they moved to Minnesota and then a whole new team 
named the Senators came to Washington Something like 
that. 
Then the Astros, Expos, Padres, Brewers, Mets, Royals, 
Rangers The Royals are in Kansas City, which is where 
the A’s were before they came to Oakland, The Rangers 
are actually the Senators, although they have nothing to 
do with the Twins, I think 
Once there were 16 teams and two leagues in baseball. 
Now there are 24 teams and four divisions. That alone 
might have been enough to make George start walking 
with his head down, mumbling to himself about teams 
and divisions, like a schoolboy trying to memorize the 
tables. 
But he was also being heaped with the football stuff 


It used to be so easy for a Ian in the ’50s. You had 12 
pro football teams. Now you’ve got 26 And although 
relatively new teams like the Chargers, Vikings, Cow­ 
boys, Falcons. Raiders, Patriots, Dolphins, Oilers, Bron­ 


cos. Bengals, Bills, Jets, Chiefs and Saints are practically 
household words, even White Household words, there are 
still some problems. Like there was a pro soccer team 
called the Chiefs, and there are pro hockey teams called 
the Saints and the Jets, ils it the New York Jets or the 
Winnipeg Jets?) 
I once saw George walk smack into a lamppost mutter­ 
ing “ WHA, Western Division. Winnipeg . . . ’ It was sad, 
watching the disintegration of this once great sports fan. 
Hockey! It used to be as clear as thin ice. Now it’s clear 
as mud. Once, six pro teams. Now 28. It took a whole lot 
of head-scratching for George to sort out the added play­ 
ers and towns of the Sabres, Canucks, Islanders, North 
Stars. Blues, Golden Seals. Flyers, Penguins, Kings 
(Omaha-Kansas City or Los Angeles?), Flames. Crusad­ 
ers, Whalers, Nationals, Nordiques. Raiders (Oakland or 
New York?), Oilers (Houston or Alberta0). Cougars, 
Aeros, Sharks, Fighting Saints, Blazers . . . 
Blazers? Philadelphia or Portland? Now George was 
into pro basketball. That’s a mess. Portland is in the 
NBA, which has 17 teams It used to have 10. And out of 
the 17, only three (Celtics, Knicks and Pistons) have kept 
their same tow n with their old nickname. 
There’s Philadelphia, for instance. They’re the 76ers 
now, where they were the Warriors, who are now Golden 
State, although two years ago they were San Francisco. 
George had some trouble with that. 
Then there’s the ABA with the Cougars (Carolina or 
Chicago?), Chapparrals, Rockets (Denver or Houston?), 
Pacers, Colonels, Tams (called the Pros last season).

Before, he would run quietly through the streets. Now 
he began raving about being Number One. That made it 
official Poor George had gone bananas.

City hoop roundup 


OCEAN FISHING 
Rock fishing was excellent out of Port San Luis last week 
Not many private boats were out, but the ones that did 
brave cold winds and high waves were well rewarded with 
quite a few large ling cod in the bag, A monster 22-pounder 
was brought in to the San Luis landing. The take includes 
large cow cod. with the usual assortm ent of the 52 species 
of rock fish. 
The party boat “ Islander” has been fishing the Point Sal 
area, with lings up to 20 pounds in the bags. The “ Islander 
is open all week for fishing trips provided enough anglers 
are holding reservations to make the long but well worth 
while run to Point Sal and other hot spots in that area. The 
boat 
is equipped 
with 
berths, 
full 
galley 
and all 
conveniences. 
The “ A.B.C.” has been busy over weekends, and fishing 
is reported as good Whilst we are on the subject, we are 
asked to announce that reservations for opening day (Feb. 
17) of the salmon season are filling up. In fact the “ A B C.” 
has only two or three spots available. For reservations call 
French’s Tr.ckle store or P ete’s Tackle Shop, both in Avila. 
Surf fishing off Oceano Beach has been good with large 
barred perch hittng. Pier fishing also good, especially on 
pile perch, and very occasionally a sea bass to stir things 
up! 
We checked with Bill Lovern as to the steelhead 
situation, and he had not heard of any being taken So it 
seems as tho the run is late this year, or word has got 
around amongst the Steelhead population that the Arroyo 
Creek is not what it used to be. with pollution and a dam at 
the end of the run! 
Should there be a heavy run, and some get into the creek, 
what will happen when the water subsides? A few years ago 
when Lopez Dam was being discussed, and the fish problem 
investigated as part of the enhancement of the fishery, a 
small fish trap was installed under the railway bridge The 
fish thus caught were removed and released in Lopez 
Creek, above the dam area, but after a heavy rain it was 
washed out and apparently never replaced. 
So what happens to any fish that will become landlocked 
in the lower end of Lopez Creek? The answer is obvious: 
they are left to the mercy of small boys and predatory 
animals, and no one seems to care about the situation. 
Apparently there is a game warden somewhere in the area, 
but no one seems to know how and where he can be found. 
The D.F.G. must be aware of the fact that steelhead do 
come in here, as they have carefully set special days to fish 
Arroyo. Pismo and San Luts Creeks! 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Lake Cachuma at this time appears to be the center of the 
trout fishing. Some real lunkers are being taken, mostly 
trolling, but in some cases bait fishing from shore has paid 
off. 
Lake Casitas finds trout fishing fair to good on planted 
trout. Both these lakes are getting weekly stocking, and 
with light angling pressure, there should be some good 
spring and summer fishing. In San Luis Obispo County 
waters, angling pressure has been light in spite of some 
stocking. Waters to be stocked last week were Laguna and 
Atascadero Lakes. 
Lopez Lake finds bass fishing on the slow side except for 
the dedicated winter anglers we have discussed last week! 
Trout fishermen are getting some action from a boat, but 
bank fishing slow. Climatic conditions are not exactly right 
for sitting on a wet bank! 
The only other planting we have notice of is in Ventura 
County, where most of the usual waters are being stocked, 
weather conditions allowing. 
The State Fish and Game Commission are taking under 
consideration a request to open the season in February for 
the commercial anchovy fishing. Until last year the season 
had been closed during February because of a shortage of 
bait.

Association,

requested the action, pointed to a severely restricted catch 
this year as justification. At this meeting the commission 
will also receive the director’s annual report on the

MRS. GONZALES C ELEBRA TED her 70th birthday 
last week with her husband Toribio. 


Last week the editor lett a note on 
this writer s desk. It read : 
“ The El Zarape Cafe on U Ocean 
Avenue has been operated I think by 
the same family for the past 37 
years. Now the family is leasing it 
but to new owners. You might 
contact Mrs. Gonzales at El Zarape 
and get a story. Best Mexican food 


So, I thought, something else ends. 
Ecclesiastes and Bob Dylan prove 
exact again. 
This 
ending 
turns 
out 
an 
unwelcome one for Mrs. Amanda 
Gonzales, owner and manager of the 
El Zarape Cafe along with her 
husband Toribio. She is leasing her 
life long dream. 
“ I don’t know how I am going to 


live. All my life I have worked, she 
said sadly. 
Mrs. 
Gonzales went 
into the 
restaurant business in Lompoc in 
1928 with the dream of one day 
owning 
and 
operating 
a 
big 
restaurant. In 1965 , 37 years later, 
when the present dining room was 
built onto the cafe, that dream came 
true. 


“ I was very glad that day,” Mrs. 
Gonzales recounted 


Now she is leasing the El Zarape 
Cafe for five years to two Lompoc 
men who work at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base. 
Mrs. Gonzales’ daughter, Carmen 
Rivera, who has worked for her 
mother off and on over the years, 


reported, “ Everyday people ask if 
they (the new owners) are going to 
keep the same food. I say they have 


to if they want to stay in business.’’ 
She 
added 
that 
the 
new 
proprietors are keeping the same 
cooks and waitresses. 
Their decision to lease the El 
Zarape Cafe was something Mrs. 
Gonzales and Toribio discussed for 
the past year. He was keen on 
retiring. 
She 
wasn’t. 
But 
she 
conceded, 
finally 
— 
“ For 
my 
husband.” 
Mrs. Gonzales turned 70 years old 
last week. Toribio is 78. Both have 
worked all their lives. She worked in 
a cannery, a sewing factory, and a 
packing house before starting the 
cafe. After that she worked almost 
every day at the restaurant. For 
years Mrs. Gonzales worked from 9 
to 2 a.m. 
“ 1 like business. I like to work 
myself,” she explained. 
Toribio hauled produce by truck 
and helped his wife with the cafe for 
many years. In the last years he has 
worked the cash register part-time 
at E l Zarape Cafe. 
During the decades of work, 
Amanda and Toribio raised five 
children. Today they have 26 grand 
children 
and 
nine 
great 
grand 
children. 
They have made no plans for their 
life after February 1 when the new 
owners take over. A vacation would 
be in order; Mrs. Gonzales has 
never taken one. 
She appraises her 45 years in the 
restaurant business as good years. 
No threat of going out of business. 
There was “ always enough to keep 
going.” 
“ God helped me all the time, 
said Mrs. Gonzales. It occurred in 
this order- 
1928: 
Amanda 
and 
Toribio, 


married one year prior, open the El 
Porvenir Cafe at 310 W. Ocean. They 
hire a dishwasher, waitress, and 


kitchen 
helper. 
Mrs. 
Gonzales 
cooks. There are six tables. Food 
cooked on a wood burning stove. 
Workers 
(mostly 
Mexican) 
for 
Celite (now JM ) and Bodger Seeds 
patronize cafe. 
1936: E l Porvenir Cafe moved to 
315 W. Ocean Avenue, a large white 
house. The front half serves as 
restaurant. The Gonzales live in 
back. For the first time “ outsiders” 
begin to eat at cafe; business is at 
its best. There is a counter and two 
tables. Same number of employes 
remain. 
1947: Name of El Porvenir Cafe 
changed to El Zarape Cafe and 
moved to 321 W. Ocean Avenue 
(present location) where a Chinese 
restaurant had operated, now five 
employees and nine tables. 
1963: El Zarape Cafe building 
razed and new cafe built. There are 
six employees and 14 tables. 
1965: 
A 
dining 
room 
added, 
increasing table number to 28 
Eighteen employees on payroll. 
Mrs. 
Gonzales 
holds 
a 
grand 
opening. Her dream is realized. 
1973: January: Mrs. Gonzales to 
lease El Zarape Cafe. 


So, Mrs. Gonzales will learn to 
live without working. 
“ For everything there is a season, 
and a time for every purpose under 
heaven 
” — Ecclesiastes. 
“ The times they are achanging . . 
.. 
’ -BobDylan. 
Mrs. Gonzales is a petite woman 
who looks 50 rather than 70. She 
spoke 
quietly 
to 
this 
writer. 
Sometimes she spoke in English and 
sometimes in Spanish. Daughter 
Carmen translated. 
Briefly Carmen told about Mrs. 
Gonzales and how her employees 
remain working for long durations 
at E l Zarape Cafe. 


Mrs. Gonzales said “ I don't feel 
like boss. I feel like . . 
and spoke 
to Carmen in Spanish. Friend was 
the word she wanted. 
“ I don’t feel like boss to show off. 
That is why I don’t want to put 
nothing in the paper,” she said with 
a small smile. 
Carmen commented “ She doesn’t 
think 
her 
children 
and 
grand 
children 
want 
something 
to 
remember her by, something they 
can be proud of.... ” 
Later, when Mrs. Gonzales had 
gone, Carmen said her mother was a 
very 
kind 
women. 
She 
has 
contributed to the support of Boys 
Town, two orphanages, a leper 
coloney in Mexico, and the Catholic 
church 
for 
many 
years. 
Each 
summer the Flower Festival queen 
and her court eat a free brunch at 
the El Zarape Cafe. 
“ She stays behind the scenes; she 
doesn’t want to publicize herself,” 
Carmen told. 
Mrs. Gonzales is a humble woman 
as well as a successful woman She 
may or may not like the idea of a 
story on her and the El Zarape Cafe. 
She doesn’t like the idea of retiring, 
although it appears “ a time to.” —

Last month when David Bayha filled out an accident report, he was more 
than performing one of his job duties as a state traffic officer for the 
Department of California Highway Patrol (Buellton office). At the same 
time, he was receiving four elective units towards an assoc iate arts degree 
from Allan Hancock College. 


He liked the idea. 
I nder a program at ARC called 
Cooperative Education” , a working 
man or woman can earn up to 16 college credits for trying to improve his 
efficiency and competence on the job The program is a class titled 
Business 85, and the student’s job is the classroom 
Dr Jack Dibble, dean of the Vandenberg-Lompoc* AHC Continuing 
Education Division reports that over 500 persons have enrolled in Business 
85 since it started in 1971. 
I think it (Bus 85) is real good . . . it acts as an incentive toward 
improving yourself, period,’ said Bayha, a Lompoc* resident, who is intent 
on earning an A A degree one day 
The only prerequisite for Business 85 is that the student hold down a job 
His number of working hours determines if he receives, one, two, three or 
four credits. A student may take one to four sections of Business 85, 
accruing as many as 16 credits 
Curriculum dictates that the student enroll in a job related course or 
courses of four units or more, attend two Business 85 seminars, and that his 


boss and he set “ a minimum of three learning objectives that are possible 
on his job.” 
Bayha and his supervisor came up with: “ 1. Write accurate and detailed 
reports. 2. Write reports with brevity. 3. Write reports so you may convey 
your thoughts to anyone who may read them.” 
A Business 85 student turns in a workbook at the semester’s end, also at 
which time the student grades himself and his supervisor grades his 
employee. The grades are turned in and a final grade (also based on the 
workbook assignment) is given. 
Bayha noted that he didn’t get away with anything because his boss 
graded him. 
According to the course outline, objectives are to reinforce academics 
with job experience, reinforce job knowledge with academics, exchange 
information, updating classroom theory; and provide student incentive for 
further education. 
AHC provides a curriculum of job related courses such as business, 
supervisory management, English, speech, math, and others. AHC 
counselors coordinate the student’s type job with these courses. 
Business 85 is one course that AHC offers military and civilian people who 
live in the Lompoc area through its Vandenberg-Lompoc division, points out 
Dr. Dibble. In Lompoc, Cabrillo High school serves as a makeshift night 
college campus. 


Presently about 500 adults, many of whom work full time during the day, 
are enrolled in some 900 classes at CHS All classes are college credited. 
Subject areas include applied 
technical arts, 
business education, 
electronics, engineering and mathematics, health education, language arts, 
life and physical science, social sc ience, and law enforcement 
On Vandenberg Air Force Base, AHC conducts over 200 classes in many 
subject areas for base and non-base connected people. Dr. Dibble, however^ 
said only five to ten per cent of the student enrollment at Vandenberg is 
non-base related Enrollment totals near 2,000 students. 


In addition, this AHC branch, provides courses for inmates at the Federal 
Correction Institution in Lompoc*, a special course in supervision for Air 
Force and civil service personnel, ana a program called 
P R E P ” which 
prepares airmen to enter college or take the high sc hool GED test, informs 
Dr. Dibble. 
No fees are charged for the AHC programs listed above The only costs 
involved are for required class books. 


Next registration tor the Cabrillo classes is 6 p m Jan. 29-30 at the CHS 
cafeteria You can register for Cabrillo and VAFB classes at VAFB, 
building 12209, on Jan. 22-26, 8:30 a m. - to 4 p m. Registration for Cabrillo 
classes will also be held on the Santa Maria campus Feb 3.

Flapdoodle factor

As 
North 
Vietnam’s own statistics show, all 
that agonizing here and abroad over 
the 
10-day 
so-called 
“ terror- 
bombing” of Hanoi-Haiphong was 
largely flapdoodle, a useful Anglo- 
Saxon word which Mr. Webster 
defines as “ food for fools, specious 
talk, nonsense.” 
In a Jan. 4 report, Hanoi radio 
said 1,318 persons were killed and 
1,261 wounded in the bombing which 
began Dec. 18. In the 10-day period 
beginning on that date, Hanoi radio 
said, American planes flew more 
than 1,000 sorties (including 500 by 
B52s) and dropped 40,000 tons of 
bombs. 
If you will take the trouble to 
divide out those figures, always 
remembering that they are Hanoi’s, 
not President Nixon’s, you will see 
that slightly more than one person 
was killed and one wounded in each 
attack. In contrast. Allied bombers 
during World War II frequently 
inflicted thousands of casualties in a 
single 
night 
on 
German 
and 
Japanese cities. All of which leads 
one to a number of conclusions, 
among them . 
—The intention of the raids was 
not 
to 
inflict 
heavy 
civilian 
casualties but to damage severely 
North 
V ietnam ’s 
w ar-m aking 
potential. It is not yet clear whether 
the raids succeeded in this, but they 
certainly were not the “outrage’’ 
they were portrayed to be. To put 
things 
into 
slightly 
c learer 
perspective, more civilians were 
killed in the Communist attack on 
Hue in Tet of 1968 than died in the 
so-called 
“ carpet-bom bing” 
of 
Hanoi-Haiphong in the last days of 
1972 
—The Communists, their fellow- 
travelers and sympathizers retain 
an amazing ability to manipulate 
public 
opinion 
in 
the 
Western 
democracies. It is true that this 
propaganda capability is largely 
limited 
to 
editorial 
w riters, 
politicians and the over-educated, 
voluntary 
poor 
spewed 
out 
by 
universities, concentrated on the 
East and West coasts of the country. 
That this view is not shared by real 
people, which is to say those who 
have never heard of blond Dubonnet 
or Arthur Schlesinger Jr., m atters 
little, for they are mute, concerned 
more 
with 
busing 
than 
with 
bombing.

The light civilian toll in Hanoi- 
Haiphong 
also 
illustrates 
the 
amazing 
capability 
the 
North 
Vietnamese have to evacuate large 
cities on short notice and to protect 
the essential personnel who must 
remain there. The Russians, as 
Western intelligence reports show, 
have the same capability, which is 
largely a function of discipline and 
training (all Russian schoolchildren 
receive evacuation drill and the 
Kremlin’s per capita expenditure on 
civilian defense far exceeds our 
own). All of which leads one to 
wonder about the relative size of 
the casualty lists if there ever were 
a nuclear exchange between the 
United States and the Soviet Union. 
It is not (and may never b e) clear 
to what extent the unfavorable 
reaction 
among 
opinion-molders 
here and abroad to the bombing 
influenced Nixon’s decision to halt 
aerial attacks north of the 20th 
parallel. Nor is it clear to what 
extent 
the 
bombing 
— or the 
cessation 
of 
the 
bombing 
— 
influenced 
Hanoi's 
decision 
to 
return to the Paris peace talks. 


What is clear are the limitations a 
democracy 
necessarily 
imposes 
upon itself in the use of war as an 
instrument of national policy. It 
was, as Lt. Calley might put it, “ no 
big deal” for President Roosevelt 
and Truman to blow the bejeezus out 
of hundreds of thousands of German 
and Japanese civilians because the 
old propaganda mill was churning 
away and we all knew what beasts 
the Huns 
and Japs were. There 
were military censors to see to it 
that the folks at home were kept 
blessedly ignorant of the facts of

war (no picture of American dead 
appeared until after the Normandy 
landing). There were no former 
attorneys general, actresses or folk 
singers to tell us in graphic term s 
how it was for the people of Dresden 
or Hiroshima. 
But this war, partially because it 
has been undeclared and partially 
because 
there 
has 
been 
no 
censorship (the two are not entirely 
unrelated), has been a different 
kettle of fish The Kennedy, Johnson 
and 
Nixon administrations have 
failed, 
for better or worse 
to 
generate any enthusiasm for the 
war among the American people. At 
the same time, the Communist 
propaganda machine has succeeded 
to 
a 
rem arkable 
degree 
in 
convincing a small but important 
minority in this country that Ho’s 
heirs, as bloody a bunch of killers 
as ever lived, are on the side of the 
angels. 
The combination of these two 
factors means, in effect, that as a 
practical matter the continuation of 
the war is simply not possible. And 
this, of course, severely limits the 
ability of the United States to 
negotiate a satisfactory end to its 
role in the conflict. 
Even Nixon’s ability to secure the 
release of the American POWs 
through 
the 
threat 
of 
punitive 
bombing of North Vietnam’s cities 
has been sharply circumscribed by 
the flapdoodle factor. After all, if all 
that anti-bombing noise can be 
generated by raids which kill one 
Vientamese per sortie, think what 
would happen if the United States 
really indulged in terror-bombing.

Reminiscing 


Last week I lost a treasured and 
long-time friend, Ed McCloskey. He 
was what you could call a rare man 
and the world where he lived will be 
a poorer place because of his death. 
His sense of humor was priceless, 
his inventiveness, whether it was for 
deviltry or the improvement of the 
quality of life, was without bound 
and his love and knowledge of 
nature was deep This column is not 
intended to be a eulogy but I realized 
in thinking back over the many 
years, that there are some stories 
that are “old standards” to his 
friends that I think you would enjoy. 
There was a group of boys who 
grew up together in the 20’s and 
early 30’s and my late husband was 
one of them. There was Ed, Ken, 
G eorge 
M o re h a rt, 
R ic h ard 
Fillmore, the Stillman brothers, 
Kenny and Clint, with others in and 
out of the group depending on the 
circumstances and their talents. But 
this was the nucleus. Throughout 
their school years they met at least 
several 
times 
a 
week 
at 
the 
bedroom of one or the other for talk 
— and plotting 
The police force in those days was 
the constable and that was it, so 
the town was practically wide open 
for this bunch, who today would 
surely 
be 
classed 
as 
juvenile 
delinquents 
and 
troublemakers. 
They were most inventive and each 
escapade was planned down to the 
last gnats eyebrow 
For instance. Nothing much had 
been happening in the downtown 
area (one block in each direction) so 
the 
boys 
figured 
it 
was time 
something did. A plot was hatched 


wherein a giant swiveling slingshot 
was constructed on the roof of the 
building in the first block of South H 
which was, and still is, a furniture 
store. The second floor was the 
McCloskey domicile. A surplus of 
cherry bombs of the largest variety 
available 
was laid 
in and the 
appropriate evening was decided 
upon. The constable was in another 
section of town when the first 
fusillade took place in the vicinity of 
the Library (Museum). Much noise 
and smoke occurred, but by the time 
he had made his way there a second 
barrage took place at H and Ocean 
which also required his attention. 
Whereupon 
the 
whole 
sequence 
repeated itself several times, with 
enough lapse of time in between, of 
course, for a crowd to gather from 
the 
saloons 
in 
the 
vicinity. 
Eventually some wiseacre figured 
out where the source was and took 
off to get the rascals. But the 
rascals had shimmied down a ladder 
at the back and made for their 
hideaway in the ruins of the old 
mission on Locust Ave., now part of 
Howard Moore’s backyard. 


Another hilarious episode took 
place one night during a large and 
boisterous party at the La Punsim a 
Inn, 
in 
those 
days 
the 
social 
gathering 
place. 
Everyone 
was 
there, and the boys watching the 
goings-on from the lawn outside 
decided 
the 
party 
had 
good 
possibilities. They hightailed it up to 
the telephone office across the alley 
from the theatre to talk it over with 
Ed, who was night operator. Before 
long they had a plan 


At this particular time the town 
was graced by two morticians. 
Henry Alter, a tall, gangly man with 
the appearance of Ichabod Crane, 
was called and told that a man was 
in the lobby of the hotel who had 
apparently died, since a doctor had 
said so, and would he please come 
and get him 
Then the second 
mortician was called and told the 
same thing. Shortly Henrv arrived 
in the hearse and appeared at the 
festivities with his basket for the 
body. This caused quite a stir, 
naturally, and slowed things down a 
mite. After the confusion had died 
down and he had been assured that 
everyone was in good condition, as 
could 
be 
expected 
under 
the 
circumstances, he left but was met 
at the door by mortician number 
two with his crew and baskets. This 
was too much for everyone but the 
cluster 
of 
kids 
outside 
who 
thoroughly 
enjoyed 
the 
whole 
fracas. The party died a sudden 
death. 
The stories could go on and on — 
the 
black 
kite, 
the 
mysterious 
burning of the Santa Maria bonfire, 
etc. Ed loved to do some things the 
hard way. He walked from Gaviota 
to Surf on the shoreline, eating what 
he could catch with his hands or bow 
and arrow, sleeping where he could 
find shelter. Or, with his Doberman, 
Tal, he hiked from his home in Santa 
Ana to Arroyo Grande on the ridge 
of the mountain ranges, living off 
plants, roots and animals he found 
on the way. 
To me, it is fitting that his ashes 
will be scattered over the sea that 
he loved A rare man.

Call them string savers, pack rats 
or whatever, the fact remains that 
millions of rural folk of a generation 
ago survived by making some use 
out of everything that came into 
their hands. 
I recall my grand­ 
parents saved any­ 
thing 
and 
every­ 
thing 
of 
value. 
Pieces 
of 
metal, 
wood, clothes, uten­ 
sils 
were 
stored 
away against some 
future need 
Very 
often some of the 
material wound up 
being 
donated 
to 
some one in need. 
In the same way, thrifty farm ers 
would scour the fields and around 
fences for dandelion greens, wild 
berries and other edibles. Farm ers 
were quite sophisticated They were 
experts at grafting to improve the 
quality of fruit; knew the value of 
compost; 
and 
had 
developed 
pruning whether of roses or trees, 
down to an art. 
All this came to mind Sunday 
when out of the blue, so to speak, it 
occurred to me that rural folk of a 
generation ago literally had no 
trash. I spent some minutes thinking 
about it and finally concluded that 
these thrifty ancestors had no trash 
because 
they 
m ade 
use 
of 
everything and in addition, lived 
different lives. They didn’t use 
paper market bags as we do today, 
plastics had not come into being; 
and scraps from the table were used 
to feed the animals. 
Those folk would wince at the 
valuables that almost daily find 
themselves discarded in the city- 
county landfill southwest of the city 
They would also think we were 


pretty poor managers in many 
respects. 


Library director Paul Thompson 
is coming up with a new program 
that will bridge the age gap and 
hopefully become a melting pot for 
people from all economic groups, 
and all areas.
